AVERAGE LENGTH OF LIFE 


IN U. S. FIFTEEN YEARS GREATER 


Greatly JLtuacesaseil in Last Tliirty- 
Five Yearn -Crime is Characteriz­ 
ed as a D isease Due to Heredity, 


St. Louis, Dec. 12.—The average 
length, of life iii the United States 
is fifteen years greater now than it 
was thirty five years ago, according 
to a statem ent made by Dr. Victor 
C. Vaughn of 
the University 
of 
Michigan, president of the American 
Medical association in an address be­ 
fore the City club here today. 
Crime he characterized as a dis­ 
ease due to heredity and environ­ 
ment and the way to eradicate crime 
was to treat it as a disease and to 
disinfect its breeding places. 
Dr. Vaughn said the death rate 
from tuberculosis had decreased 5 4 
per cent since 1880.

Chicago, Dec. 12.— Consolidation 
of the railroads comprising tile New 
York Central lines was approved to­ 
day by the Illinois Public Utilities 
commission, which in its opinion an­ 
nounces it does not disapprove of 
consolidations; that with such com­ 
prehensive regulatory laws in Illi­ 
nois competition loses Its force.

C O L GOETHALS ASKS FOR 


DESTROYERS IN CANAL ZONE 


No Specific Explanation of Need of 
Naval Vessel is Included in Mes­ 
sage. 


Washington, 
Dec. 
12.—(Colonel 
Goethals has requested that d s t a y ­ 
ers be sent to 'the canal zone Im­ 
mediately. it was learned tonight, 
but no specific explanation of toe 
need for naval vessels there was in­ 
cluded in the message. 
A reply ask­ 
ing for this explanation was sent 
at once but no answer had been re­ 
ceived from Colonel Goethals at a 
late hour. 
Officials believe the canal gover­ 
nor has experienced some difficul­ 
ty in preserving the neutrality of 
the zone and its territorial waters. 
Many ships belonging to belligerent 
nations are in the vicinity and it is 
th ought possible 
Colonel Goethals 
has found himself unable to check 
use of their wireless plants within 
the thre^ mile limit to convey in­ 
formation to warships at sea. 
With 
swift naval vessels to aid it would 
be an easier matter to regulate use 
of the wireless and it was thought 
probable tonight that the necessary 
destroyers would be despatched as 
soon as Colonel Goethal's explana- 
ion is received.

Denver, Col., Dec. (12.— Edward 
L. 
Doyle, 
secretary-treasurer 
of 
District No. 15, United Mine Work­ 
ers of America, testified before the 
federal commission on industrial re­ 
lations today. 
He was asked if he 
had evidence To prove the chargo 
that the Colorado Fuel & Iron com­ 
pany controlled politics in Huerfano 
county. 
He replied: 
"It is like asking a man “what is 
air’ everyone knows what it is hut 
when you 
want to demonstrate ti 
you have to go into chemical formu­ 
las.” 
VV lien ho was employed as check 
weighman at one mine, Doyle testi­ 
fied that tile miners were defrauded 
out of from seven to founteen tons 
a day, but after he had balanced 
tile scales the mine superintendent 
complained iliat the men were get­ 
ting paid for more than they min­ 
ed. 
The weigh boss, he said, then 
‘‘short weighed” the freight ship­ 
ments. 
Thereupon 
the consumers 
protested against short weights and 
the loss was then blamed on 
the 
railroads. 
Doyle narrated the story of his 
two Trials for contempt of court 
on 
charges of violating the injunction 
against the northern 
field miner* 
which 
he 
said 
“ prevented them 
from doing anything but eating aud 
sleeping.” 
The trials, he said, were farcial. 
There was no jury and during the 
proceedings, he asserted, the prison­ 
ers were identified by witnesses ac­ 
cording To the chairs in which they 
sat in court.

Most of the men convicted, 
he 
added, had not been 
in 
a street 
fight with strike-breakers, as charg­ 
ed. 
In the first case the union men 
were sentenced to a year in jail and 
a fine. 
Before an appeal could bo 
heard in tho supreme court, Doyle 
testified, the convicting Judge 
re­ 
leased them. 
Following his second conviction, 
Doyle ;>aid, his Jailer told him the ~ 
judge would release him lf he apol­ 
ogized for articles which he 
had 
written and which appeared in the 
official organ of the United Mint! 
Workers of America. 
In court, he 
added, the articles were read at the 
instance of the judge who asked 
him whet heir he was the author. 
Denial, he said, would have been 
perjury, admission in the presence 
of the court W’ould have meant an­ 
other chargo of contempt. He ad­ 
mitted the authorship lie said and 
The judge “told the coal operators’ 
attorneys— not tho district attorney 
— to get out a warrant.” 
On this charge he was sentenced 
to a year in jail and fined $500. 
After four gi/tntha in Jail within 
Three days of tho hearing of the ap­ 
peal in supreme court the Jailcyr had 
presented the request for a secret 
apology to tho Judge and the wit­ 
ness said he declined. 
The follow­ 
ing day he was released on the or­ 
der of the judge. 
Tile appeal was 
never argued. 
He did not know 
whether the sentence was remitted. 
Tho fine was never paid in either 
conviction. 
This was the last at­ 
tempt of the operators ho said ’ct 
secure injunction in Hie state courts.
